Man accused of 
threats to police 
appears in court

He was remanded in custody until a 
committal hearing on Monday, 
December 20.

THE Conservative group on 
Harlow Council has been rocked 
this week by the shock resigna¬ 
tion of two Tory councillors. 

Husband and wife Lee and Sarah 
Dangerfield stunned party colleagues 
by announcing they would be standing 
down on November 15 following a 
seven-year stint as ward councillors. 

The couple have hit the headlines in 
recent months following accusations 
from residents and opposition council¬ 
lors they had abused their positions of 
influence on the authority to secure a 
new council house for their family 

But in an exclusive interview with 
the Star about their decision to resign, 
the couple said they had also been 
“frozen out” by unnamed members of 
their own group who were unhappy 
with the public outcry over their move. 

“We feel as though we’ve been 
stabbed in the back by people who we 
thought of and counted on as friends,

just when we needed their support the 
most,” said Mr Dangerfield. 

“I’m still a Conservative through 
and through and I’d like to make it 
clear that [council leader] Andrew 
Johnson has been a rock for us during 
a difficult time, but the way in which 
certain other members of the party 
have conducted themselves with 
regard to us and our personal lives has 
been shameful. 

“An internal investigation has 
shown that we did absolutely nothing 
wrong and we had very real reasons 
for our move, but still certain people 
had it in for us. 

“It would seem that certain individ¬ 
uals are struggling with the status and 
responsibilities that come with being 
in power rather than opposition.” 

A tearful Mrs Dangerfield added: 


“Our personal lives have nothing to do 
with anyone other than ourselves, but 
people we thought of as close friends 
have gone behind our backs and that 
really hurts. 

“You expect criticism from the 
opposition but when you’re betrayed 
by members of your own party it’s 
hard to swallow.” 

Despite his imminent resignation 
from the district council, Mr 
Dangerfield will continue in his role 
as a Conservative county councillor in 
what he described as the “grown-up” 
political arena of County Hall. 

“To be honest, I’ve become disillu¬ 
sioned with the playground politics of 
Harlow Council,” he said. 

“Having now spent time with the 
grown-ups at County Hall, where 
there’s none of the petty name-calling 
you see all the time in district council 
meetings, I’ve come to realise how 
childish some local councillors can be. 

“I can honestly say that I have given 


my all to the people of Harlow in my 
role as a district councillor and I will 
continue to work tirelessly for local 
residents in my role at county level.” 

Council leader Andrew Johnson 
told the Star he was disappointed with 
the couple’s decision but insisted their 
resignation would not reflect badly on 
the Conservative group. 

“I would like to thank Lee and 
Sarah for their hard work for the 
Conservative Party and the people that 
they represented as Conservative 
councillors,” he said. 

“I don’t want to comment on any 
alleged machinations within the 
Conservative group but what I will say 
is that Lee and Sarah’s resignation 
won’t reflect badly on the party.” 

The Dangerfields’ resignations will 
not trigger by-elections as the next 
council elections will take place with¬ 
in six months. 

As a result the seats will remain 
vacant until the elections in May 2011.

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Crews mount high-rise recuse to help stranded workman 


EMERGENCY teams were called to help a workman 
stuck more than 200ft above the ground after suffer¬ 
ing a suspected heart attack while on a ladder. 

A rapid response vehicle arrived at the pemises of 
OI Manufacturing, in Edinburgh Way, within five 
minutes of the ambulance service being called last 
Wednesday. 

Paramedics were then joined at the scene by the 
service’s hazardous area response team and firefight¬ 
ers. 


Duty operations manager Steve Chivers said: “The 
call came in that a 52-year-old man was suffering 
chest pains within a factory and was difficult to get to 
as the only access was by fixed ladders. 

“Emergency medical technician Clare Mills was 
the first person to see the patient. She climbed up to 
him via the fixed ladders at a height of about 240ft 
where she calmed the patient and monitored him. 

“The hazardous area response team then sent up 
two paramedics who took over patient care and sent 


Clare down to safety.” 

The patient was helped down to ground level where 
he was placed in the care of an ambulance crew who 
took him to Princess Alexandra Hospital for further 
assessment and treatment. 

Mr Chivers added: “HART, the fire service and 
ambulance crews all worked well as a team. Clare 
showed professionalism and courage beyond the call 
of duty in climbing up so high with equipment to treat 
the patient.” 


Son stumped by bill 
for removal of tree 


A POLICE officer has warned 
the elderly to be on their guard 
after workmen charged his 82- 
year-old mother £650 to remove a 
small tree in her garden. 

Four men took just 20 minutes to 
hack down the 4ft-high conifer at the 
woman’s Purford Green home on 
Friday. 

Yet the elderly widow’s son, who 
works for the Metropolitan Police but 
wished to remain anonymous, claimed 
his mother was charged up to 13 times 
more than the figure she was originally 
quoted by the company. 

“When she told me how much she 
had been charged I couldn’t believe it,”

he said. “I thought she had been 
fleeced. 

“Apparently it was a 20-minute job 
and even for four men it doesn’t justify 
such an extortionate amount. They did¬ 
n’t even remove the whole tree as she’d 
asked; they just cut it down to a stump.” 

His mother contacted the company 
after one of their leaflets dropped 
through her letterbox. “She replied to 
the flyer and was quoted a price of £50- 
£250 to remove the conifer at the front 
of her house,” said the officer. 

“The following day they came round 
and of course they didn’t give her a 


receipt for the work. I believe we’ve 
lost that money now but I want to warn 
other people about it.” 

He added: “I’ve called the company 
and the manager said he would look 
into it. I believe it was not done with his 
knowledge but now he’s not returning 
my messages.” 

Essex Police crime reduction officer 
Graham Anthony warned elderly and 
vulnerable residents to be wary of 
firms advertising their services through 
leaflet drops or calling univited. 

“Many traders are honest and gen¬ 
uine but with the use of clever sales tac¬ 
tics it can be difficult to refuse some 
salespeople and you can be pressured 
into buying something that is not good 


value for money,” he said. 

“Rogue traders often target vulnera¬ 
ble members of the community offer¬ 
ing household property services. Using 
any method to obtain as much money 
as possible, they will often only do the 
job to a poor standard or not undertake 
the work at all.” 

He added: “If work has already com¬ 
menced but not been completed to a 
satisfactory level, contact the company 
in the first instance to register your 
complaint to establish an agreed solu¬ 
tion. 

“If you have further concerns, con¬ 
tact Consumer Direct who work on 
behalf of trading standards on 08454 
040 506.”

A MOTORCYCLIST died when 
his bike side stand hit the ground 
and caused him to lose control 
and collide with an oncoming 
vehicle. 

An inquest heard that a cut-out 
device designed to prevent 
father-of-three Matthew Sugden’s 
bike being ridden with the stand 
down had been bypassed. 

The inquest, held in 
Huntingdon on Thursday, was 


told that Mr Sugden, of West 
Road, Sawbridgeworth, had been 
on his way to a residential course 
at Madingley Hall near 
Cambridge on May 25 when the 
accident happened. 

His machine was involved in a 
head-on collision with a Land 
Rover driven by James Low, who 
said he saw Mr Sugden coming 
towards him, struggling to con¬ 
trol the motorcycle . 


Another witness, David 
Edwards, said: “I saw something 
hanging down and then I saw the 
side stand hit the ground.” 

Collision investigator PC 
David Paul said there was a 48- 
metre long scrape on the ground 
where the side stand hit the road. 
The stand would have prevented 
the rider leaning sufficiently to 
negiotiate the bend. 

He said a cut-out device which 


prevented the bike from being 
driven with the stand down had 
been disconnected. 

He said it was possible Mr 
Sugden may have stopped at a 
nearby lay-by and forgotten to 
put the side stand up when he 
rode off. 

Coroner Sam Bass recorded a 
verdict of accidental death on Mr 
Sugden, who died from multiple 
injuries. 


Stop turning our 

school into

PUPILS fed up with having rub¬ 
bish dumped in the grounds of 
their primary school are telling lit- 
terbugs to clean up their act. 

A popular ‘wild area’ regularly used by 
youngsters at Paringdon Junior is continu¬ 
ally despoiled by inconsiderate passers-by 
tossing their litter - including broken bot¬ 
tles and empty beer cans - over the school 
fence. 

With the school groundskeepers fight¬ 
ing a losing battle to keep the area clean 
and safe, young members of the school 
council have decided to take matters into 
their own hands by raising awareness of 
the problem. 

Headteacher Rose Pepper told the Star: 
“Members of the school council decided 
enough was enough and are now trying to 
make people aware of the inconvenience 
and upset caused by people throwing their 
litter into the school’s wild area. 

“The school grounds back on to an 
alleyway leading to the Peterswood estate 
and it would seem that some people would 
rather throw their empty bottles, cans and 
other rubbish over the fence than bin them. 

“Aside from the continual hassle it caus¬ 
es our groundsmen, it’s making it danger¬ 
ous for the children.” 

Pupils have been racking their brains to 
come up with ways of tackling the problem 
and are planning to distribute leaflets to 
nearby homes urging residents to think 
carefully before using the school grounds 
as a rubbish tip. 

They also plan to contact environmental 
health officers at Harlow Council to ask 
what the authority can do to stop persistent

offenders. 

Ms Pepper added: “The children are so 
concerned they have even offered to start 
picking up the litter themselves, but why 
should they be expected to clean up after 
inconsiderate litterbugs? 

“Hopefully when people realise the 
scale of the problem they’ll think twice 
before throwing their litter over the fence.” 

Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s environment working group, 
said: “I think it is really encouraging that 
children are raising awareness of this issue 
and are taking pride in their local area. 

“We can help by taking action against 
anyone who litters or dumps rubbish in 
this area but we really need eyewitness 
information.” 

He added: “A community safety enfor¬ 
cement officer will also be visiting the 
area to investigate if any of the materials 
dumped lead us to who has put the rubbish 
there.”

The 54-year-old woman - who cannot be 
named for legal reasons - denies a charge of

cruelty towards a person under 16 between 
November 1, 2008 and July 25, 2009 through 
wilful neglect causing unnecessary suffering. 

Her daughter was said to have shown a

after visiting the house because of concerns 
about her safety and welfare. “The house was 
in a poor state of repair from the outside,” said 
Mr Jackson.

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it produced a pretty disgusting smell.” 

He said accumulated rubbish was strewn 
along the hallway while a sitting room with a 
television was also covered in litter. 

Showing jurors footage of the kitchen, he 
added: “The fridge didn’t work, work surfaces 
were piled high with rubbish and food and the 
washing machine didn’t work. A cooker was 
inaccessible.” 

The court heard that when interviewed by 
police the woman blamed her daughter for the 
squalor, describing her as “messy.” 

She claimed to have visited the house three 
days before the footage was shot to give her 
money to buy food and pay her bus fares, but 
was later said to have admitted she had neg¬ 
lected her daughter “to a certain extent”. 

The girl claimed she had been living in the 
squalid conditions for six months and had not 
opened the door because she knew her moth¬ 
er was in financial trouble and feared a visit 
from the bailiffs. 

The mother, who had attended accountancy 
courses at the University of East London and 
Middlesex University, was eventually located 
after inquiries were made by a homeless cen¬ 
tre where she had stayed for two weeks. 

The court heard she obtained grants and 
bursaries worth thousands of pounds between 
2006 and 2009, some by claiming she was 
homeless.

testify. The fact that in this rich country a 
significant minority struggle to make ends meet 
while another minority are rich beyond avarice is a 
scandal. 

But this contrast is not coincidental; these 
extremes are the two sides of the same coin - the 
natural outcome of free-for-all capitalism. A fair, 
progressive taxation system which stops all the tax 
avoidance and tax evasion loopholes is the least 
that should be done to change this situation. Many 
billions of pounds would be raised by this and 
more people could be lifted out of poverty rather 
than bearing the brunt of the problems that they 
did not cause. 

Even more fundamental is the nature of money, 
and its relation to the real economy. Real wealth 
consists of goods and services that contribute to 
the wellbeing of people and the means to create 
more such goods and service. Money has no value 
in itself; it is merely the means by which the 
distribution of wealth is determined. The question 
is who should control that distribution. It should 
not be the bankers who were responsible for the 
worldwide financial crisis which led to the present 
situation. 

Finally, a technical point that is rarely considered, 
even by professional economists. Money circulates, 
and its rate of circulation is a significant factor in 
the overall performance of the economy. When my 
pension is paid into my bank account it does not 


just sit there. I buy a loaf of bread, the grocer pays 
the baker, the baker buys his wheat from the 
farmer and so on in a continuous cycle. 

Taking this into account would lead to a quite 
different approach to many of the current debates 
about economic policy.

The reason it was worth making this stand is that, at a 
time when we are all required to tighten our belts, the 
European Parliament proposes increasing its budget by 
six per cent. That seemingly small increase will cost 
Britain, which is one of the largest net contributors to 
the EU budget, an extra £900m. 

You can be sure that the main budget recipients will 
resist spending cuts so it’s a fallacy to think our 
Government can curtail EU extravagance. There are too 
many other vested interests. 

Another fallacy is the notion that we can control 
immigration policy in the UK. EU citizens are free to 
move here and when transitional arrangements expire 
by 2013 we can expect another massive surge in EU 
immigration. This is because Bulgaria has announced 
plans to give passports to 500,000 non-EU citizens. 
Similar passport schemes have been launched in 
Hungary and Romania. 

These passport holders will have the same rights to live 
and work in Britain as you and me and there will be 
nothing the Government can do to control the numbers 
coming here other than increase taxes to meet the 
attendant social costs. And in time Turkey’s full 
membership of the EU will massively exacerbate the 
social strain on this country. This is not racism or 
extremism, it’s a straightforward consequence of the 
EU’s enlargement policy. 

Despite repeated promises of a referendum, no-one 
under the age of 53 has had the opportunity to vote on 
Europe and those that did were asked to vote for a 
‘Common Market’. We were told it was a trading 
arrangement that wouldn’t compromise British 
sovereignty yet today around three-quarters of our laws 
emanate from Brussels. 

Yet there is a ray of hope. The 
Government has proposed in its 
Parliamentary Reform Bill that any 
petition which secures 100,000 signatures 
within one year will be eligible for formal 
debate in the House of Commons. The 
petition with the most signatures will 
enable members of the public to table a 
bill to be voted on in Parliament. 
Independent MEP Nikki Sinclair is 
sponsoring a cross-party petition calling 
for a referendum on the EU. There may 
not be another opportunity to have a say 
on the most significant political decision 
of your lifetime so please obtain a petition 
form and ask your family, friends and 
neighbours to join you in signing it.

Students take 
'strike' action 
in grants row

B ritain is facing up to 
some of the biggest cuts 
to its public services in a 
generation and across Europe 
workers are already on strike 
over jobs and pensions. 

While in this country we have yet 
to see much in the way of civil 
unrest in response to the 
Government’s Comprehensive 
Spending Review, there is no doubt 
the future for many is not as rosy as 
it once was.

A NEW memorial honouring 
those who lost their lives while 
stationed at North Weald 
Airfield during the Battle of 
Britain was unveiled on Sunday. 
Veterans were joined by Armed Forces 
personnel, local dignitaries and 
members of the public at the ceremony 
which was timed to coincide with the 
70th anniversary of the end of the 
battle. 

Rev Trevor Thorpe led the tributes to 
the 41 pilots and 19 ground staff killed 
during the German air onslaught of 
1940. Three surviving RAF veterans 
then joined Epping Forest Council 
chairman Anne Grigg to unveil the new 
memorial wall. 

RAF serviceman Joel Diggle gave a 
talk on the airfield’s role in the defence 
of British airspace before the day was 
capped off by a military re-enactment 
and flypast. 

Arthur Moreton, vice president of the 
North Weald Airfield Museum, said 
afterwards: “It was a highly emotive 
day for everyone attending.

Beth Burton, day therapy and creative living 
team manager, said: “We have increased the number 
of places available each week from 36 to 48 so more 
local people can benefit from what we do here. 

“The environment is warm and bright, designed 
to be comfortable and like a home away from home. 
Although patients in the day therapy unit only come 
for a few hours each week, it can make a huge dif¬ 
ference. 

“We offer creative workshops where patients can 
express how they are feeling through pictures they 
paint, creative writing or discussion. We run hair 
and beauty sessions which are about making 
patients feel special.” 

This year the hospice will also be holding a Santa 
Run in Bishop’s Stortford and it is hoped that both 
events will raise £15,000 towards the £2.3m the 
hospice needs so that it can continue providing care 
free of charge to patients and their families. 

More than 200 people took part in last year’s run,

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The day I became a fixer

LUCK became my best friend on 
September 30 this year when I 
inadvertently walked in on a 
meeting being held in the office of 
Harlow College’s learner 
involvement co-ordinator Jerry 
Thomas. 

Fortunately Jerry’s face lit up when he saw 
me. “Sahar,” he exclaimed, “just the person 
I was hoping for!” Feeling rather 
embarrassed but nevertheless intrigued, I 
was offered a seat. 

I had never heard of ITV Fixers but I was 
then introduced to research team members 
Rosie and Josh Beattie, who explained how 
the organisation was a charity that gave 
young people aged from 16-25 a voice in 
the media, helping them tackle social 
problems preventing youngsters from 
fulfilling their full potential. 

Soon the discussion turned to the issues 
facing young people in Harlow - including 
homelessness, drug abuse and 
unemployment - and before I knew it I’d 
agreed to take part in a project aiming to 
assist youths in improving their chances of 
employment. We felt that if people had real 
motivation to shape their future, their 
hopes and aspirations would improve 
considerably. 

Later that week I carried out some 
independent research into ITV Fixers and 
their past work. It was so inspiring to 
discover some of the fantastic projects they 
had completed and the number of young 
lives they had helped to change. 

The sheer variety of events they had helped 



stage was incredible, from dance-off events 
to raise awareness of epilepsy to campaign 
adverts highlighting the harsh realities of 
street violence. 

When the Fixers team then offered me a 
position as head organiser of a similar 
event involving Harlow College students 
Rikki Farnsworth and Katie Clark, I didn’t 
hesitate. 

Coming up with the idea of a speed-dating 
style networking event for college students, 
we decided to enlist the help of Tim 
Campbell, a former winner of BBC show 
The Apprentice , and our local newspaper, 
the Harlow Star, to help deliver the 
project. 

When I then found out the whole event

would be filmed for a short documentary 
to be broadcast on ITV News two weeks 
later, initial nerves soon turned to 
excitement. I realised this would provide 
the perfect opportunity not only to help 
youngsters with employment advice but 
also to channel hope into the viewers that 
change is within their grasp. 

Our objective as young fixers was to try to 
get as many of our fellow students as 
possible on board as we only had about 20 
days until filming began. 

The time flew by and then the day arrived. 
We took the train to central London and 
met Tim Campbell under the London Eye. 
After boarding a cabin, our interview soon 
began. With a film crew recording it all, it 


was quite a surreal experience. 

Our questions were based around young 
people and employment, inquiring into the 
importance of work experience, the current 
economic crises, the best way to deal with 
competition and how to make yourself 
stand out from the crowd. 

The second part of our journey brought us 
back to Harlow and into the offices of the 
Star, where I interviewed news editor 
Chris Moss about the current employment 
situation in Harlow and asked him for 
advice on pursuing my ambition of 
becoming a journalist. 

He then surprised me by offering me work 
experience on the paper, something for 
which I am very thankful. 

The final part of a hectic day’s filming was 
the speed-mentoring event itself with our 
fellow students, Tim Campbell and 
representatives from local firms. 

Groups of between six and eight students 
had five minutes on each table of experts 
before switching to the next in order to 
gain the advice of all employers. After this, 
Tim gave an inspiring speech highlighting 
the importance of self-motivation and hard 
work in achieving success. 

Feeding off the student’s reactions and the 
buzz that was filling the room, I came to 
the conclusion it had been a fantastically 
successful event, one that would provide 
the template for similar workshops in the 
future. 

Isn’t it amazing what a chance encounter 
can lead to?

'bill of rights' on 
internet privacy

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has started 
a national debate on internet privacy after 
criticising search engine Google for copy¬ 
ing and storing web users’ private infor¬ 
mation without their permission. 

Mr Halfon criticised the American firm for 
accessing private unprotected wireless networks 
and copying saved emails, webpages and pass¬ 
words when piecing together its controversial 
Street View project in 2008. 

The revelation has already prompted a police 
investigation and Mr Halfon raised the issue when 
he opened a debate on internet privacy in the 
House of Commons. 

During the debate he called for an internet bill of 
rights after voicing concern about Google’s street 
mapping, its accessing of individuals’ personal wi¬ 
fi addresses and the “harvesting” of personal email 
addresses and passwords. 

“I have a huge belief in the power of the internet 
to do good and potentially be a force for democrat¬ 
ic development, allowing citizen power at its best,” 
he told the Star this week. “However, I think that 
there is a great difference between advancement of 
the internet and violating people’s right to privacy. 

He added: “It is actually private companies who 
seem to have acquired the right to photograph what 
goes on in people’s gardens. That is a very danger¬ 
ous shift because if no-one has any right to priva¬ 
cy, we will soon be living with a privatised version 
of Big Brother run by some internet companies.” 

In response, business minister Ed Vaizey has 
pledged to bring forward new proposals to ensure 
any similar projects adhered to strict privacy guide¬ 
lines and said he would meet with internet service 
providers and internet companies to propose a new 
mediation service to help those whose privacy has 
been breached seek redress.

Dolphins 
can swim up 
to 260 metres 
below the surface of 
the ocean. However, 
they are mainly 

shallow divers as they need to reach the 
surface to breathe. 

Dolphins can stay up to 15 minutes under 
water. They only do this some times as they 
usually stay only a few minutes diving before 
reaching the surface for air. 

Dolphins use a technique called 
echolocation. This technique uses the same 


principles of a radar and it is used to find 
food and navigate. 

Dolphins are social beings. They live in 
groups and co-operate with each other for 
activities like getting food. 

There are 32 species of ocean dolphins 
and five species of river dolphins. 

Dolphins are warm-blooded. To conserve 
their body temperature they are surrounded 
by a thick layer of fat called blubber just 
below the skin. 

Dolphins 'talk' to each other by making a 
unique signature whistle that may help 
individual dolphins recognise each other.

WE all take sleep for 
granted, but have you 
ever wondered how some 
of the creatures that live 
in the sea take a nap? 
Dolphins - like humans - are 
mammals and despite spending 
most of their time underwater they 
have to breathe air to survive. 
Normally this isn’t a problem 
because they can hold their breath 
for a lot longer than we can, but what 
happens when they get tired and 
need to have a little doze? 

Dolphins have to be conscious to 
breathe and this means they cannot 
go into a deep sleep otherwise they 


would suffocate. 

But they have solved this problem by 
allowing one half of their brain to go 
sleep while the other half stays 
awake, leaving one eye open. 
Dolphins rest this way on and off 
throughout the day, switching which 
side of the brain they shut down. 
During these periods everything 
inside the dolphin slows down, and 
the mammal moves very little. 

They can sleep for up to eight hours 
a day in this fashion and will either 
swim slowly and occasionally surface 
to take in air, rest on the surface with 
their blowhole exposed or lie in 
shallow water and rise to the surface 
occasionally to breath.

Reeves achieves a melancholic 
mood through cinematographer 
Greig Fraser’s chilly colour palette 
and stunning performances from 
Smit-McPhee and Moretz. 

The director keeps his camera 
focused tightly on his young stars, so 
much so that we never see the face 
of Owen’s mother while the comical 
coterie of residents from Alfredson’s 
original version has been dispensed 
with almost entirely.

T HIS is where it all began. It 
still seems like yesterday, 
but back in 2003 the epic 
Vanquish V12 disappeared from 
the price lists, and in doing so it 
signalled the end of a chapter for 
Aston Martin. 

We were all sad to see such a 
genuine British supercar shuffle 
off, at least until we saw what 
replaced it. The DB9 can take a 
huge slice of credit for the leaps 
and bounds that the 
manufacturer has made in the 
past 10 years, putting it back up 
where it belonged. 

It is fitting, then, that the DB9 
gets just rewards in the form of a 
gentle makeover. There have 
been updates along the way of 
course, such as the option of the 
Touchtronic transmission and 
the divine Bang & Olufsen audio 
system, but this is the most 
serious upgrade the car has 
received in its six-year life. 

A single glance will register a 
subtle change but not necessarily 
what it is. At the front there’s a 
new bumper with a slicker air 
intake and new headlight 
surrounds, along with new 20- 
inch alloys, silver brake callipers 
and clear rear light lenses. 

But the fact that so little has 
changed proves the inherent 


rightness of the original design. 
Despite no longer being the new 
kid in town, the DB9 is still a 
magnificently beautiful car; it 
has grace and enormous 
presence and seeing one on the 
road is never anything less than 
a treat. 

Inside it is business class as 
usual. High quality materials are 
used throughout, while the 
layout is familiar. It may take a 
little while to fathom the 
minutiae of the DB9’s systems 
but then this is a proper GT car 
that has many strings to its bow. 
Cabin comfort comes as 
standard, with sports seats that 
offer support in the corners 
without inducing aches over long 
periods. 


All these are static 
improvements, however, and 
what matters more is the major 
mechanical change. All DB9s 
including the drop-top Volante 
now adopt the Adaptive Damping 
System already fitted to the DBS, 
offering both Normal and Sport 
modes depending on the driver’s 
mood and the conditions, helping 
to maximise the performance of 
the chassis as well as tailoring 
the car’s performance as 
required. 

Out on the road the difference 
between the two settings is 
marked. In Normal mode the 
DB9 does what it is already very 
good at - soothing the worst of 
the road imperfections away 
without ever allowing body roll 


or cornering performance to 
become an issue. 

But then you punch the Sport 
button and there is a clear 
stiffening of the sinews and a 
less filtered transmission of the 
road surface to the driver. 

Bumpy roads won’t go unnoticed 
for sure, but neither will the 
genuine excellence of the DB9’s 
chassis. 

In Sport mode you can exploit 
every last shred of grip, feel the 
strength in the chassis and the 
impressive communication that 
comes as a result. This is a 
Grand Tourer that thinks 
nothing of devouring a B-road 
for fun and never feels short of 
ability or dynamism. 

It also remains an epically fast 


car. In the ever-escalating world 
of power outputs - not least its 
siblings in the shape of the more 
punchy and lighter V12 Vantage 
and the biblically-powerful One- 
77 hypercar - it’s easy to think 
that the 470bhp V12 in the DB9 is 
somehow average. But one 
extended tread of accelerator 
pedal into the carpet will put 
paid to that. 

Choose third gear for the best 
effect and from 2,000rpm there is 
a deep, hearty growl as the 6.0- 
litre unit goes to work. By 
4,000rpm it’s really shifting and 
once past the 6k mark and 
honing in on the red line the 
scenery will be a blur, grins will 
be worn from ear-to-ear and the 
noise coming from the quad 
exhausts is worthy of a Spitfire 
fly-by 

In this rarefied field a sense of 
occasion is everything. Every 
journey needs to be one to 
savour and even the dullest trips 
should be brightened by the car’s 
sheer personality 
The DB9 manages this without 
breaking sweat and yet it 
demands little from the driver, 
allowing it to perform the role of 
a true GT car. The best news 
about this series of revisions is 
that it means the Aston Martin 
DB9 will be around for a good 
few years to come.

This is when he will compete 
in four World Cup meetings 
when he will try and gain 
enough points to seal a place in 
the Great Britain squad for the 
Olympic Games in London. 

Huckle is determined to 
establish himself as a world- 
class competitor. 

Huckle, a member of United 
Glass Rifle Club and Romford 
Rifle Club, said: “I’ve witnessed 
people do it, they’re just normal 
people like me, they’ve just got a 
bit more experience. 


“That’s the most difficult step 
people find to make. 

“Realistically it’s simple 
because it’s more of the same 
work. You have to find ways of 
training smarter.” 

It is a far cry to when he first 
picked up a rifle to shoot cans on 
land his family owned in 
Matching Tye. 

“When I first picked up a rifle 
I was completely unaware it was 
an Olympic sport,” he said. 

“Since I found out it was an 
Olympic sport I've been deter¬ 
mined and motivated to get 
there.” 


Huckle will continue his cam¬ 
paign for a place in Team GB at 
World Cup meetings in Korea 
and Australia next year. He will 
head Down Under in March for 
one meeting. 

“They’re really the events I 
need to attend to to get a qualifi¬ 
cation place for 2012,” he said. 

“They’re vitally important to 
me and mean just as much as the 
Commonwealth Games.” 

He will also compete in the 
European Championships in 
February and the Inter-shoot in 
Den Haag, Holland, the same 
month. This prestigious compe¬ 


tition will see him face the 
Indian shooters who pipped him 
to two gold medals in Delhi last 
month. 

Huckle’s success at his first 
Commonwealth Games comes 
on the back of his success in the 
Commonwealth Youth Games in 
India a year ago, plus his star¬ 
ring role at the European 
Championships in the summer. 

Huckle collected his Delhi 
medals in the 50m rifle three 
positions, 50m rifle three posi¬ 
tions pairs, 10m air rifle and 
10m air rifle pairs (with Ken 
Parr).

Praise for Hawks rookie boss from club 
chairman as he eyes Conference climb

HAWKS chairman John Barnett 
has paid tribute to manager Kevin 
Warren - while admitting he is 
delighted his club are well on tar¬ 
get for the ‘five-year plan’ of 
reaching the Blue Square Premier. 

Harlow Town went top of the Ryman 
division one north last week with a con¬ 
vincing victory at home to AFC 
Sudbury. 

Although Needham Market took advan¬ 
tage of the Hawks not being in action to 
replace them as leaders last weekend, it has 
still been a fantastic start to the season con¬ 
sidering the club were bottom last campaign. 

Harlow have already accrued nine more 
points (24) than they did in the whole of last 
season! 

Barnett, a partner in Hawks owners 
Platinum Sports Management, admitted he 
has already pumped an incredible amount of 
cash into the football club - and will contin¬ 
ue to do so to achieve the dream of three 
promotions. 

“Our goals remain the same: to win pro¬ 
motion this season and to be playing 
Conference premier division football in five 
years’ time,” he said. 

Barnett has been hugely impressed with 
the way Warren has managed the club. 

The 31-year-old former Leyton Orient 
apprentice has led the side to four successive 



wins - and clean sheets - in the league, plus 
two FA Trophy victories in the last six 
weeks. 

Barnett said: “Everyone knows Kevin is a 
genuinely nice guy, but that should not dis¬ 
guise the fact that he possesses a ruthless 
streak when it comes to winning; Kevin is 
passionate about this club doing well. 

“At the start of the season we gave him 
free rein to strengthen the squad and bring in 


players as he saw fit - and he’s done that. 

“Tom [Cunningham]’s confidence and 
faith in Kevin’s abilities as a manager have 
been more than justified by our current 
standing in the league. 

“If you wanted a gauge of how far this 
club has come in such a short space of time, 
you only have to look at the calibre of play¬ 
er we are now attracting. Players want to 
come here - they want to be part of Harlow 
Town FC.” 

Platinum Sports Management took over 
the club in February when it was threatened 
with administration and had debts of nearly 
£300,000. 

It was only a year ago that the club had to 
postpone a match when an electric generator 
- used after the power supplier cut the stadi¬ 
um off for unpaid bills - broke down and 
Barrows Farm was left in darkness. 

The ground is a very different place now. 

And Barnett wants to take the club fur¬ 
ther, with successive promotions being the 
tip of the iceberg. “I can assure you that we 
will not sit back or rest on our laurels just 
because we are top of the league,” he said. 

And the chairman is urging more people 
from Harlow to start attending matches. He 
hopes to get the average gate up to 500 this 
season and then 1,000 when the club are 
playing in the Ryman premier next season. 

Writing in Saturday’s matchday pro¬ 
gramme, he commented: “We are a fantastic 
club with a stadium to match and there’s no 
reason why we can’t achieve those figures.”
